REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

In view of properly filed terminal disclaimer, Double Patenting rejection of record as 

stated in office action dated 4/24/2007 is overcome. 

Claims as submitted with supplemental amendment dated 4/1 1/2007 overcome claim 

objections, in which claim 3 did not previously narrow the limitations of claim 1. 
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Amendment to the specification and Supplemental Oath and Declaration further clarify 
the priority information of the present invention. The two documents are now consistent. 

The prior art of record of SEKHAR (US 5,770,632) as applied against present claims 
does not disclose combination of three accelerators utilized in very specific ratios. In claim 1, 
the ratio range is from about 3:3:1 to about 4:1:1 and in claim 3 this ratio is from about 
2.7:2.7:0.6 to about 4.4:1.0:0.6. 

In view of the above comments all pending claims are passed to issue.
